Ae Me, Wilson, J think I will have to 
anewer that in my own way, since you relate it 
te a date. You will recall, sir, that about 
the beginning of March I think you telephoned 
to suggest to me that I - it might be necessary 
to call me as a witness because of a call that 
I was said to have received from the May or of 
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1] Wiegera Falls. I don't know what date, but I 
2 recall the incident, and I reeall three matters 
3| whieh I related to you at that time, JI think 
1] one was that I had received call allegedly 

5 from the Mayor of Niagara Palis; ‘The second was 
6| that I had done something about it; and the 

7| third was that when I wed called some time later 
8 and asked if I had received euch @ call I seid 
9] that I hed, and when I was told thet it wes) 
10| not from the Mayor of Niagere Palle and expressed 
11] geneern, I was then sssured that there was 

12) nothing to concern myself about, that there had 
13} peen other calls of the same sort, Now, may I - 
14) may I say thie, sir, that I commented to you 
15} that had such a call occurred it probably came 
16| 4m the summer, because it would seem to me 

\/|‘ \awely that Mr. Common was away, and probably 
18; Mir, Bowen, otherwise the call would not have 
19| peached me, and apparently it was in the summer, 
20} the year I cannot fix, apart from subsequent 
21) events. Now I would like to eay this, that I 
22} 40 not know Sergeant Shrubb, or Chief shrabb. 
23, $0 far ae I can recall, 1 never heard his name 
24) —_ wnt4l these proceedings before you commenced, 
25! wr. Commissioner, Sergeant Anderson I had. I 

26 mew thet Sergeant Anderson was the head of the 
27!

°8! sg had never seen him until I saw him in the 
witness box here, I make a practice of 
dictating a memorandum for the file quite 
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Prequently in connection with matters that I _ 
may think may have some potential importance, 

and following your atvice to me, and I think 
that 1s perhaps why you called me, I have had 
our letter books and cur files and our opinion 
books checked, and I did not make a record of 
the call at #11, and I em not surprised, — 
because I 41d not regard it as i mportant at 
the time, Now, then, to be specific, I recall 
that the person who telephoned me introduced 
himself as the Meyor of Niagara Palle, very 
probably gave me his surname, but if he ¢14 I 
Gon't recall what it is. I understend now it 
is Mr. Hawkins, subsequentiy a Mr, Hewitins, and 
the approach was, * De you knew anything ebout 
the gam&ling situation in Niagara Palle.‘ and 
I assured him that I did not, and then he went 
on to tell me that the situation was bad from 

& policing point of view, and suggested that 
something should be done about the policing, 
and I inquired what police force was responsibie, 
and he told me the Ontario Provincial Police. 
Yell, then, I recall that I took some action as 
@ result, and I thought it likely that I hed 
telephoned the Commissioner, but when I read 
Exhibit 120, which suggests that I told the calles, 
the supposed Mayor, that he should eall Assistant 
Commissioner Pranks, I think that is whet I did, 
sir; and then the next action was when I 
received a telephone call from someone who 
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according to my recollection identified himself 
with the criminal side of the Provincial Police 
Porce, I don't think 4¢ was Pranks, but scuchow 
I« I, think he identified himself with Franks, 
and asked me if I hed received a call from 
someone purporting to be the Mayor of Niagara 
Palls, which I essured him that I had, and I 
etrese that because 1t 48 at odds with what 
appears in the report, Exhibit 120, I would put 
it this way: whoever called me, whether it was 
Shrubb or seme other person, I stated that 1 
hed received such a call, and never have I 
denied receivéng such a call, either by telephone 
or in direst convérsation, or otherwise, How, 
the statement that I denied receiving such a 
call is a mis-statement, sir, 

a Well, sir, I have Exhibit 120, and 

THE COMMISSIONER: Let me see Exhibit 120, 

THE WITMESS: it is the middie of the 
second last paragraph, sir. 

MR. WILSON: On page three, is it not, 
the third paragraph.

Now, I donot recall making any such 
statement, and so far as I am able to recall I 
never heard of the Ramsey Club or the Bertie 
Club until these proceeding commenced, or until 
that was mentioned by Mr. Wintermeyer in his 
epeech in the House, and I, since -- since this 
evidenve came out on Thursday, I have made 
inquiries through Mr. Common as to whether there 
was any reason why I should have that knowledge 
at that time, if it had been in the press, if 
it had been current in the office, and he 
assured me that there wes not. Incidentally, 
I also talked with the Attorney. General, and 
the Deputy, and with the Director of Public 
Prosecutions, as to whether I ever reported 
these calls -- this call from the -- supposed 
call from the Mayor of Niagara Falls, which 
turned out not to be so, and they say they 
cannot recall me ever having reported it, 
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pire end I am not surprised, since it was in the 
cunmertine, and we were back and Gorth on 
holidays and such, and didn't see as much of
